The argunnents are persuasive for the Renken rejections, however are not persuasive for the Iwasaki rejections. Iwasaki clearly shows in 
Figure 15 that edge areas are protected. Applicant argues that Iwasaki does not divide the wafer into positive and negative areas. 
However, this nnental step is present in Iwasaki because some areas are protected and other areas are not protected. Applicant argues 
that Iwasaki teaches away fronn the invention because silicon oxide is formed over the substrate. However, this is from a different 
embodiment of Iwasaki that is not relied upon for the rejection.
